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PREFACE 


At the time of writing, the Wellcome Institute is back in the splendidly refur- 
bished accommodation of 183 Euston Road, the Wellcome Building. 

The Academic Unit occupies the fourth floor of the building. In addition 
to staff offices and study carrels for research scholars, the Unit's facilities 
include lecture and seminar rooms and student and staff common rooms. An 
exhibition area has been provided, allowing the display of old and fragile books 
and objects in controlled conditions. The fourth floor is also home to the 
History of Twentieth Century Medicine Group, which was previously based at 
the Royal College of Physicians. 

The Library occupies most of the second floor and the whole of the third. 
New public facilities include a special room for readers of rare materials, 
named after Noél Poynter who was Librarian between 1954 and 1964 and 
Director of the Wellcome Institute from 1964 to 1973. There is also a new 
reference area for primary monographs and serials published after 1850, as well 
as an extension to the main reading room. 

The main reserve collections of the Library are in Bentley House on the 
north side of Euston Road, which is linked to the Wellcome Building by a 
tunnel which runs under the road, above the platforms of Euston Square 
underground station. 

The Wellcome Building also houses the offices of the Wellcome Trust 
itself and the ‘Science for Life’ exhibition and Information Centre of the newly 
launched Wellcome Centre for Medical Science. 

This concentration of the Wellcome Trust's varied activities into a single 
site is expected to prove generally beneficial, with a simplification of lines of 
communication and much increased mutual awareness and cooperation 
between the different divisions.

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Introduction 


As can be seen below, the Academic Unit has achieved much during the last 
year of the Wellcome diaspora. The facilities in Tavistock House have been 
adequate, marred only by remoteness from the Library and by the necessity to 
hold lectures, seminars and symposia in a large number of different venues. 
Intercalated students, particularly those from medical schools other than 
University College, found the first few weeks disorientating, with a different 
classroom for each lecture or seminar. The research seminar, history of science 
and medicine seminar and work-in-progress seminar each had separate accom- 
modation, and only once was a symposium venue used a second time. 

These and other inconveniences meant that the move back into the refur- 
bished Wellcome Building was anticipated with eagerness. Although the date 
for the move was pushed back more than once, the goal of getting members of 
the Academic Unit into their new quarters before the beginning of the 
1992/93 academic year was achieved, if only just, and then with most offices 
with little or no book shelving, without which most academics feel disorientat- 
ed or worse. The early lack of telephones was less inconvenient. 

Nevertheless, on 30 September 1992 (the last day covered by this report), 
staff had had ten days to agitate for amenities, the new students had been regis- 
tered, and Dr Nutton was able to inaugurate the 1992 research seminar in the 
new lecture room on the fourth floor. The move back had proved rather more 
complex than the move out three years ago, but without the help of Ian 
Ingrey-Counter and his staff, and the Institute’s Administrative Assistant, 
Philomena Gibbons, the last fortnight in September would have been even 


more traumatic. Special thanks go to them. 
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Fortunately, there are not so many personnel changes to report this year. As 
mentioned in last year’s report, Dr Lindsay Granshaw left in October 1991 and 
Dr Anne Hardy once again took on the teaching as a temporary lecturer for a 
year while a search was made for a permanent replacement. That search ended 
with Anne’s appointment as Historian of Twentieth-Century Medicine, from 
October 1992. The Committee, chaired by Professor Geoffrey Burnstock, con- 
sisted of Professor Robert Lieberman, Dean of the Faculty of Life Sciences, 
UCL; Professor Martin Daunton, Department of History, UCL; Dr Richard 
Smith, Director, Wellcome Unit for the History of Medicine at Oxford; and 
Dr Bynum. There was a strong field with several outstanding applicants. 

Sue McArdle, after a period of agency service, became Secretary/WP 
Operator to the Course Tutor on 13 April 1992.

Membership of the extended Wellcome family continues to grow, so that the 


work-in-progress seminar is never short of speakers. Peter Bartlett continued 
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his PhD research on the legal dimensions of nineteenth-century insanity in 
relationship to the New Poor Law, with a Wellcome Research Scholarship. He 
gave papers at the Law Society Association (Philadelphia), the International 
Academy of Law and Mental Health (Vancouver) and the Annual Meeting of 
the SSHM (Oxford). Dr Gerrit Bos joined us on a Wellcome Trust 
Fellowship in August to produce a critical edition with English translation and 
introduction of Ibn al-Jazzar’s “Zad al-musafir wa qut al-hadir’ (‘Provisions for 
the traveller and the nourishment of the settled’). Dr Gillian Cronjé has con- 
tinued her history of the Westminster Group of Hospitals, with the support of 
the Westminster Hospital Special Trustees. She is concentrating her research 
on the twentieth-century history of the hospital group, and has made good 
progress. Professor Kan-Wen Ma has continued his work on the relationships 
between Western and Chinese medicine in the nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries, with the support of the Economic and Social Research Council. 
Javier Moscoso, of the Department of Logic and Philosophy of Science at the 
Universidad Auténoma de Madrid, spent most of the year with us whilst fur- 
thering his research into French materialism in the eighteenth century. Norris 
S Mante, researching his Harvard PhD on racial ideas in the eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries, was also housed in the Rockefeller Centre. Dr 
Antonio Pereira Poza took a year off from his PhD studies into the surgical 
career of Sir W Watson Cheyne, FRS, and returned to hospital medicine in 
Spain. Dr Jeremy Taylor’s study of nineteenth-century hospital architecture 
was published, and he is beginning a special study of the impact of medical sci- 
ence and technology on the construction of hospitals from about 1860. 
Alexander Zahar went to Budapest to finish his thesis on investigations into 
the history of ideas of causation in medicine. His thesis is now awaiting exami- 
nation, through the Department of Philosophy at UCL. 

Two Yale University PhD students also had desks in the Rockefeller 
Centre. Terrie Romano spent several months continuing her archival research 
in connection with her thesis on Sir John Scott Burdon-Sanderson and scien- 
tific medicine in Victorian Britain. Molly Sutphen, the recipient of a Fulbright 


Fellowship, continued her work on the career of Sir William Simpson and the 
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development of tropical public health. Her work was interrupted by a serious 
illness requiring hospitalization and a major operation, but she returned to her 
research fully recovered in September, with much respect for the National 
Health Service. 

In addition, as in past years, several other scholars were based in the 
Postgraduate Centre at the Rockefeller Building, some of them on Wellcome 
Trust grants, others funded by other institutions. Dr Leila S Al-Imed, of the 
History Department of the East Tennessee State University, spent a few weeks 
with us on a Wellcome Trust travel grant to look into the preparation of teach- 
ing materials in the history of medicine. Michael Gareffa, of the University of 
Minnesota, spent six months in London researching eighteenth-century medical 
texts for his PhD thesis, entitled “Gynecological ruptures: eighteenth-century 
medical discourse and the politics of difference’. Maneesha Lal, a PhD student 
from the University of Pennsylvania, spent two months with us furthering her 
research into the history of British and American women medical missionaries 
in India, c.1869-1920. Dr Joy Harvey, of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
spent seven months with us while finishing a biography of Clémence Royer. 
Professor Donald Madison, of the Department of Social Medicine at the 
University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill, spent a week at the Wellcome 
Institute whilst on a Burroughs Wellcome Research Grant, looking at interna- 
tional comparisons in the history of group medical practice. Dr Carmela 
Morabito, of the University of Rome, spent three weeks researching the history 
of cerebral localisation in Britain at the end of the nineteenth century, while on 
a Wellcome Trust travel grant. Dr Judith Raftery, from the Department of 
Community Medicine at the University of Adelaide, spent two months’ study 
leave, working on the antecedents of turn-of-the-century public health develop- 
ments. Alys Shanti, of Stanford University, spent the summer in London, 
researching her thesis for a Master's (Honors) degree, in modern thought and 
literature. Another visitor on a Wellcome Trust travel grant was Dr Sona 
Strbdnova, who divided her six-week visit between London and Cambridge 
whilst researching into twentieth-century biochemistry, with particular refer- 


ence to the career of Marjorie Stephenson, FRS. Carla Yanni, of the University 
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of Pennsylvania, spent a year in London to conduct research for her PhD in the 
history of architecture. 

The History of Twentieth Century Medicine Group has continued to 
hold its monthly seminar and has attracted a growing membership. It has been 
based at the Royal College of Physicians during the Wellcome diaspora. The 
series began with an assessment of the development of clinical research by Sir 
Christopher Booth, and has included papers from Dr Steve Sturdy of the 
Wellcome Unit at Manchester; Miss Jenny Beinart of the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine; Dr Dorothy Porter of Birkbeck College; Dr 
Tom Wilkie of The Independent; and Dr Toine Peters of Limburg University, 
the Netherlands. Subjects have included analyses of social medicine in Britain, 
the history of interferon, and hepatitis B policy issues. Additionally, a half-day 
workshop on the use of audio and video recordings in the history of twentieth 
century medicine was organised, and a work-in-progress session, at which sev- 
eral members of the Group presented short reports on their historical work. 
The Steering Committee of the Group is chaired by Sir Christopher Booth 
and comprises Drs E M Tansey, S P Lock and W F Bynum, who have also 
begun planning a three-day summer school on the history of haemoglobin, to 
be held in the summer of 1993. 

As in previous years, the Library has been used and the Academic 
Programme well attended by a large numbers of scholars. These include 
Antonio Clericuzio, Magda Whitrow, Charles Burnett, S C Banerjee, Helen 
King, David Zuck, John Ford, Susan Williams, A L Wyman, Noel Coley, 
Helen Brock, Virginia Berridge, Pat Fara, Colin Dagnall, Frank James, John 
Blair, Edith Gilchrist, Monique Kornell. 

Four PhD theses were completed and examined during 1991/92. The first 
of these, that of Amal Abou-Aly, was examined in June by Dr Helen King, St 
Catherine’s College, Liverpool, and Dr Conrad, and was entitled “The medical 
works of Rufus of Ephesus’. The other vivas were all held during September. 
Details were as follows: Philip Wilson’s ‘Surgeon “turned” physician: the career 
and writings of Daniel Turner (1667—1741)’ was examined by Dr Stephen 
Pumfrey, University of Lancaster, and Dr Bynum; Akihito Suzuki’s ‘Mind and

its disease in Enlightenment British medicine’, was examined by Dr Roger 
Smith, University of Lancaster, and Dr Lawrence; and Dr Renate Hauser’s 
‘Sexuality, neurasthenia and the law: Richard von Krafft-Ebing (1840—1902)’ 
by Dr John Forrester, University of Cambridge, and Dr Porter. 

Warmest congratulations are due to each of our new doctors. In addition, 
it is pleasant to record that each of them is in gainful employment. Dr Abou- 
Aly has returned to a lectureship in the Department of Classics, University of 
Alexandria, Egypt. Dr Wilson has also gone to a warmer climate, at the 
University of Hawaii, where he secured a temporary lectureship in the history 
of science. Dr Suzuki is continuing his research at the Wellcome Institute, 
with the aid of a fellowship from the Wellcome Trust; and Dr Hauser is 
undertaking additional clinical training in Basle, Switzerland. Dr Wilson was 
also awarded first prize in the 13th annual Samuel J Zakon Essay Contest in 
the History of Dermatology, for his essay “William Cowper’s anatomy of 
human skin’.

Patricia Archer continues to serve as Chairman of the Medical Artists’ Association. 
After an absence of several years, and having retired from her position as Director 
of Educational Services for the Royal Borough of Kensington and Chelsea, Pat 
Bracegirdle has returned to her MPhil research. Sandra Cavallo has held her 
Wellcome teaching fellowship at the University of Exeter, while writing up her 
thesis. She is also involved in a new project. “The medical profession in early 
modern Italy’. Ann Dally completed her MD thesis, which awaits examination, 
and gave several lectures, including a splendid one to the History of Twentieth 
Century Medicine Group. Mark Harrison presented a paper, ““The tender 
frame of man”: medical men and the acclimatization question in India and the 
West Indies, 1760-1840’ at a conference held at the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia in September, and has completed the revision of his DPhil thesis on 
public health and medical research in British India for publication. Ornella 
Moscucci delivered papers on the history of childbirth in the twentieth century 
at various locations in London. During the summer, she attended a course on 
the history of the Italian family, held under the aegis of the University of Siena. 
This proved an invaluable opportunity to make contact with a number of Italian 
historians working in the field of women's history. She has been invited to teach 
a course on the history of the female body, due to take place in Siena next year. 
Helen Power gave a paper entitled “Leonard Rogers and the founding of the 
Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine’ at the Philadelphia conference mentioned 
in Mark Harrison’s entry, above. She also spent October and November on a 
research trip to Calcutta and Delhi, in connection with her thesis. She received 


support for both of these activities from the Wellcome Trust. 
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Research 
The activities of Research Fellows, students and visiting scholars have been 
only briefly outlined above. A slightly fuller version of the permanent staff's 
year can be recorded. 

Dr David Allen has continued to find time from his role as Coordinator 
of the now fast-expanding History of Medicine programme of the Wellcome 
Trust to pursue his research on the non-written herbal medicine of the British 
Isles. The database for this has been greatly augmented during the year by the 
extraction of a large body of material from the unpublished files of the 1937 
Irish Schools Survey. Further audiences for the radical interpretation he is 
developing have been the British Society for the History of Pharmacy and a 
Royal Veterinary College symposium, and he has been interviewed on Radio 4. 
He also met his first request for data for present-day pharmacological research 
for an investigation into tuberculosis remedies. Meanwhile, his lecturing on 
the MSc course on the history of the life sciences continues, as does his service 
on the editorial board of History and Philosophy of the Life Sciences. 

Dr Janet Browne continued her honorary affiliation with the Wellcome 
Institute for the year and, in a part-time capacity, taught the history of the life 
sciences MSc course. She gave a talk on Charles Darwin’s Origin of Species in 
the BBC World Service series Fear from the Book. She continues to serve on the 
editorial board of Notes and Records of the Royal Society, and is currently external 
examiner for the history of science and medicine courses at Leicester University. 

In addition to his usual teaching and many administrative responsibilities, 
Dr W F Bynum spoke at international conferences in Halifax (Nova Scotia), 
Rome and Annecy (France), and gave the second Daniel de Moulin Lecture in 
Nijmegen (the Netherlands). He also attended the annual meeting of the 
American Association for the History of Medicine in Seattle, Washington. He 
organized, with Dr Tansey, the research seminar on the history of the nervous 
system and, with Dr Tansey and Dr Laurence Smaje, a symposium on the his- 
tory of microcirculation, held in conjunction with the 17th European 
Conference of Microcirculation. 


Dr Bynum became President of the Medical Sciences Historical Society in 
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April and was elected to the Council of the British Society for the History of 
Science in May. He is Chairman of the Board of Studies in the History of 
Science, Medicine and Technology and the Philosophy of Science of the 
University of London, and continued on the Council of the Section of the 
History of Medicine of the Royal Society of Medicine and to represent the 
Wellcome Institute on the History of Medicine Grants Panel of the Royal 
Society. He sits on two committees at the Science Museum, the British Library 
Committee on the Culture of Science, Medicine and Technology, and the 
Academic Advisory Board of the Athlone Press. 

His research has dealt principally with aspects of internationalization, with 
medicine and medical science since the nineteenth century, and with the devel- 
opment of academic medicine in Great Britain. He finally completed a full 
draft of his manuscript on nineteenth-century medicine and, with Dr Porter, 
edited the two-volume Encyclopaedia of the History of Medicine, to be published 
in 1993. He continues, with Dr Nutton, to edit Medical History and is on the 
editorial boards of History and Philosophy of the Life Sciences, History of 
Psychiatry, Journal of the History of the Neurosciences and Psychological Medicine. 
His promotion to Professor of the History of Medicine in the University of 
London was announced in June and came into effect on 1 October 1992. 

Dr Lawrence Conrad continues to serve in leading roles in several profes- 
sional organisations, including the European Chapter of the International 
Association for the Study of Traditional Asian Medicine (President), [ASTAM- 
International (member of Council), and the Society for Syro-Mesopotamian 
Studies (member of Advisory Board), and participates in the editing of several 
scholarly journals in Britain and abroad. He also continues his work as co-editor 
of the Sir Henry Wellcome Asian Series and co-Director of the Late Antiquity 
and Early Islam interdisciplinary research project sponsored by the British 
Academy. The third workshop in this project will be convened at King’s 
College London in October 1992, and Dr Conrad is already engaged in plan- 
ning for the fourth in May 1994. The first volume of the Late Antiquity and 
Early Islam project is now in print, and several others are in press. 


The cataloguing of the Wellcome Arabic manuscript collection continues, 
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and Dr Conrad is also pursuing his research in the Khalidi Library in the Old 
City of Jerusalem. Some major discoveries were made this year, including a 
hitherto unknown work of advice for princes, largely medical in content, by a 
Syrian physician, who is also otherwise unknown. 

As noted above, Dr Anne Hardy spent a second year substituting for 
Lindsay Granshaw. In spite of this she finished revising her book, The Epidemic 
Streets: Infectious Disease and the Rise of Preventive Medicine, 1855-1900, which 
has been accepted by Oxford University Press. She completed two articles for 
publication, and presented seminar papers at the Institute of Historical 
Research, the Centre for Urban History and the Wellcome Unit, Glasgow. She 
also edits, with Dr Tilli Tansey, the newsletter of the History of Twentieth 
Century Medicine Group. 

Dr Christopher Lawrence’s recent work on aspects of the history of 
surgery and the history of coronary thrombosis has appeared. He has been 
working on a short social and cultural history of medicine in Britain for under- 
graduates. He was an invited speaker at the history of twentieth-century medi- 
cine symposium in Paris. He remains on the editorial board of Annals of Science. 
He continues to serve as Secretary to the Board of Studies in the History of 
Science, Technology, Medicine and the Philosophy of Science for the 
University of London. He also continues to act as Course Tutor for intercalated 
students. 

Dr Michael Neve continued his researches on nineteenth-century psychia- 
try with particular reference to degenerationist theory and its influence. He 
taught the MA course in Victorian studies at Birkbeck College, and lectured to 
a variety of audiences during the year, including those at the Toulouse-Lautrec 
exhibition at the Hayward Gallery and at the City Literary Institute in Covent 
Garden. He also continued teaching his C21 and E papers and, with Dr Janet 
Browne, the MSc course in the history of the life sciences. His history BA spe- 
cial subject on European theories of degeneration in the late nineteenth century 
attracted a large student clientele. He spoke (with Dr T H Turner) on nine- 
teenth-century psychiatry to the Wellcome Unit in Manchester in January 
1992, and on the general history of psychiatry to the Society of Apothecaries 
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medical history course in March. He appeared on the BBC Late Show and again 
on the Everyman programme. He continued to act as supervisor for Mark 
Gisbourne at the Courtauld Institute of Art, who is writing a PhD thesis on the 
art of the outsider in the nineteenth century. 

Dr Vivian Nutton’s lectures have taken him the length and breadth of 
Britain from Exeter to Aberdeen via Cheltenham, Cambridge, Durham and 
Newcastle to talk on subjects as varied as ancient drugs, medieval manuscripts, 
and renaissance anatomy and printing. He also spoke (in Italian) on English 
medical education in the sixteenth century at a conference at Siena, and gave a 
seminar (in French) at the Ecole des Hautes Etudes in Paris on ‘L’histoire 
mythologique de Djundishapour’. He delivered the keynote speech, “The med- 
ical meeting place’, at a major international conference at Leiden in May on the 
social history of medicine in antiquity. In London, in addition to his classes for 
the BSc and MSc degree, he has helped with other university courses on 
palaeopathology and Greek palaeography, and organized a Wellcome sympo- 
sium on medical education, as well as appearing on TV and radio. He continues 
to edit Medical History with Dr Bynum. His term on the Trust’s Grants and 
Units Panel has now ended, leaving him a little more time to revise his sections 
on ancient and medieval medicine for the Wellcome textbook, a foretaste of 
which appeared in a volume edited by Dr Wear, and to finish his book on 
ancient medicine. 

Dr Roy Porter continued as Secretary of the European Association for the 
History of Psychiatry and editor of its newsletter. He continued his research into 
the history of psychiatry, quackery, hysteria and the social history of medicine, 
maintaining his usual high production of books and papers. He also found time 
to lecture at UCLA and the University of Chicago, and gave the Fielding 
Garrison Lecture at the annual meeting of the American Association for the 
History of Medicine in Seattle. He gave a couple of dozen outside lectures in the 
UK, as well as visiting the Netherlands and Scandinavia. His appearances on radio 
and television have by now become routine, but he also acted as consultant to the 
Miller on Madness and Medicine at the Crossroads programmes, both for the BBC. 
He continues to edit History of Science and co-edit History of Psychiatry. 
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Dr Tilli Tansey began a major research project on the scientific history of 
the National Institute for Medical Research, financed by a grant from the 
Wellcome Trust. She has supervised intercalated BSc students and participated 
in the BSc neurosciences course at University College, and co-organised a sym- 
posium on historical aspects of the microcirculation, to which she also con- 
tributed a paper. She spoke at the joint meeting in Toronto of the American, 
British and Canadian History of Science Societies, gave a seminar in the 
Department of Physiology, University of Ottawa, and contributed to the 
Wellcome seminar series on the history of the nervous system. She has also lec- 
tured to outside groups and departments, is a member of the “Talking Point 
scheme of schools science speakers, and with Dr Christopher Lawrence has 
developed a programme to encourage practising clinicians and scientists to take 
short periods of sabbatical leave in the Wellcome Institute. Her responsibilities 
with the Physiological Society continue, where she is, inter alia, Secretary of 
the Society’s History and Archives Sub-Committee, and Convenor of a Special 
Interest Group in History within the Society. She continues to be heavily 
involved in the Wellcome Trust’s History of Twentieth Century Medicine 
Group, temporarily based at the Royal College of Physicians, acting as 
Secretary to the Steering Group and organiser of a monthly series of seminars 
and workshops on twentieth century medical history, and a summer school on 
the history of haemoglobin, planned for July 1993. She edits the newsletter of 
the History of Twentieth Century Medicine Group, in collaboration with Dr 
Anne Hardy, and is a member of the University of London’s Board of Studies 
in Physiology. 

Dr Andrew Wear has continued to research on early modern medicine. 
He gave papers on religion and medicine in the early modern period and he 
was an invited speaker at the symposium on epistemology and the scholarly 
medical traditions at McGill University, Montreal (he spoke on “Epistemology 
and learned medicine in early modern England’). He also delivered an invited 
paper at the British Association meeting in Southampton on health and the 
early English settlements in North America. He broadcast a programme on 
Andreas Vesalius for the BBC World Service. He edited and contributed to the 
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volume Medicine in Society published by Cambridge University Press, and is 
currently writing the sixteenth- and seventeenth-century sections for the 
Wellcome textbook, The Western Medical Tradition. He continues on the edi- 
torial board of Renaissance Studies. 

In 1992, the 36th volume of Medical History was published. Its 508 pages 
contained 19 articles, 5 essay reviews, 109 book reviews and 35 book notices. 
50 external referees helped evaluate the submitted articles and 70 external 
scholars reviewed books. In addition, the staff of the Wellcome Institute took 
their usual active part in the production of the journal. 40 manuscripts were 
assessed, of which 17 were rejected (acceptance rate of 58%). Published arti- 
cles dealt with a wide range of topics, including electrotherapeutics in early 
Victorian England and academic medicine in early twentieth-century 
Sheffield; malaria in the Madras Presidency and smallpox inoculation in 
Scotland; and William Stukeley and William Harvey. The October 1992 
issue contained an article on Lord Moran and a contribution describing the 
Moran Papers in the Wellcome Institute's Contemporary Medical Archives 
Centre. Richard Lovell’s article was based on a lecture he gave at the 
Wellcome Institute, just before the Wellcome Building closed for refurbish- 
ment. Penny Baker’s piece on the Moran archive reinaugurates the 
‘Illustrations from the Wellcome Institute Library’ series, and heralds the 
happy reunion of Library and Academic Unit under one roof at 183 Euston 
Road. The smooth running and regular appearance of Medical History owes 
much to its Assistant Editor, Caroline Tonson-Rye. 

In late 1991, the 11th Supplement to Medical History was published: W F 
Bynum and Roy Porter (eds), Living and Dying in London. This contains a 
selection of papers which had been delivered at an earlier research seminar 
series at the Wellcome Institute and at one time had been scheduled to appear 
as a volume in the Wellcome Institute Series in the History of Medicine. 

Four new volumes in that series have recently appeared, bringing to 17 the 
total number since the series was initiated in 1985. The titles published up to 
1991 are listed in last year’s Annual Report. The new titles were as follows:

The volumes in the series have tended to reflect the activities of the Academic 
Unit, with many of the essays originating as talks at a symposium or research 
seminar. Despite an overall appreciative critical reception, the sales have been 
variable. Three of the titles have been brought out in paperback, while two 
others have recently been remaindered by the publisher, Routledge. American 
sales have always been disappointing and a spiral of decreasing print runs and 
increasing unit costs was frustrating. 

These and other factors have influenced the decision, reached mutually by 
the publishers and the series editors, Drs Bynum and Porter, to terminate the 
agreement with Routledge. From 1993, the Wellcome Institute Series in the 
History of Medicine will be published by Rodopi, a small Dutch humanities pub- 
lisher. With the aid of the Wellcome Trust’s Publishing Department, camera- 
ready copy can be prepared in-house, which, it is hoped, will enable volumes in 
the new series to be sold for much less than the old. Professor Hal Cook, of the 
University of Wisconsin, has agreed to continue as American editor of the series. 

Sales of the Tavistock Classic Reprints in the History of Psychiatry were 
also disappointing and for the moment this series, too, is in abeyance. Eight 
volumes have appeared, as listed in earlier Annual Reports. The future of this 


reprint series will depend on whether alternative arrangements can be agreed. 
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Teaching 

As in previous years, staff of the Academic Unit continue to offer a large vari- 
ety of undergraduate and postgraduate courses through UCL. The taught 
postgraduate course is the MSc in history of science, medicine and technolo- 
gy, administered through the London Centre for the History of Science, 
Medicine and Technology, the constituent parts of which are the Wellcome 
Unit, the Department of History and Philosophy of Science at UCL, the 
History of Science and Technology Group at Imperial College, and the 
Department of Public Understanding of Science at the Science Museum. This 
one-year full-time or two-year part-time course is increasingly serving as a for- 
mal introduction to the field for students wishing to undertake PhD research. 
The Wellcome Unit offers two of its specialist seminars, one on the history of 
medicine and the other on the history of the life sciences, and two of the 
Unit’s PhD students beginning research in October 1992 have come through 
the programme. 

Undergraduate papers are offered for medical, science and arts students, 
and a number of these papers together form a full-year’s course for medical 
students, who in turn receive a BSc degree for the additional optional ‘interca- 
lated’ year. Most of the students naturally come from the London medical 
schools, though university regulations now make it possible for medical stu- 
dents from any school in the UK to intercalate for a year in London and 
receive a London BSc. The Wellcome Trust generously provides financial 
assistance for most of our students, and UCL has pegged fees for the course at 
a low rate. 

The intercalated BSc course in the history of medicine has now been run- 
ning for 15 years and its popularity has increased markedly during this time. A 
record number of 41 students opted for the course in 1991/92 (29 in 
1990/91), a figure at the absolute maximum consistent with our aims and the 
nature of the teaching. The vigorous growth during the chaos of the Wellcome 
diaspora attests to the value students place on the programme and is a tribute 


to the dedication of the academic and Library staff.

In addition, each intercalated student researches and writes a project, under the 


supervision of a member of staff. As mentioned in last year’s Annual Report, the 


student presentation of some of these projects to the Section of the History of 


Medicine of the Royal Society of Medicine was so successful that it was decided 


to repeat the event each year. Three presentations were delivered at the meeting 


at the Royal Society of Medicine on 5 February 1992 by the following students 
from the 1990/91 course:

As last year, the event was much enjoyed and staff and students from the 
1991/92 course joined with members of the Royal Society of Medicine section 
at the meeting and afterwards at a buffet meal. Daniel Hayes subsequently 
received an award from the Faculty of Life Sciences at UCL for the best overall 
performance by any intercalated student in the College, the first time this 
award has been won by a history of medicine student. 

The external examiners for the undergraduate history of medicine options 
have been Dr Richard Smith, Director of the Wellcome Unit in Oxford, and 
Dr John Henry, Lecturer in the History of Science and Medicine at the 
University of Edinburgh. External examining is a time-consuming, ill-paid 
chore, and staff of the Academic Unit are grateful for the enthusiasm, efficiency 
and professionalism which both examiners brought to their tasks. 

Teaching staff of the Academic Unit have also offered courses for other 
students in the university. Dr Bynum gave the ten-lecture optional course on 
diseases in history for first-year medical students. With no required reading 
and no exam, the course is a bit of a lottery, but he and several students actual- 
ly finished it. In addition, each member of staff supervised one or two second- 
year medical students in independent history of medicine projects. 

Four intercollegiate history options are also taught by members of the 
Academic Unit. Dr Neve offers a popular E-paper on “The theories of degener- 
ation in late nineteenth-century science, medicine and culture’. Drs Porter, 
Wear and Conrad teach D-papers on ‘Mental disorder and psychiatry in 
Britain, 1660-1860’, ‘Health, illness and welfare in England, 1550-1750’ and 
‘Medicine in Islamic society’ respectively. Each of these courses attracts stu- 
dents from many of the constituent institutions of the university and helps to 


introduce the wider historical issues of health and medicine to arts students. 
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Other educational activities have also been maintained. Dr Neve teaches the 
history of science component in the MA course in Victorian studies at Birkbeck 
College, and Drs Bynum and Porter (with Dr David Armstrong of Guy’s 
Hospital) have continued their intensive summer course at the Wellcome Institute 
for undergradates and medical students from Union College, Schenectady, New 
York, on the history of medicine and health care in Great Britain. 


The Academic Programme 

During the three years of the Wellcome diaspora, events within the Unit’s for- 
mal Academic Programme have been held in more than 20 different locations. 
That the programme has been maintained at almost its full level of activity is a 
tribute to the geographical knowledge of the participants and the flexibility of 
the planners. Everyone is looking forward to the time when the Academic Unit 
will have its own lecture, seminar and symposium series again within the 
Wellcome Building. 

The fortnightly thematic research seminar was devoted to the history of the 
nervous system. It was organized jointly by Drs Bynum and Tansey. Most of the 
papers dealt with the modern period and most were given by practising neurosci- 
entists. As an experiment to raise the level of historical consciousness among scien- 
tists, the series has to be deemed a reasonable success, and attentive medical histo- 
rians gained much from the sessions as well, not least an insight into the ways 
medical scientists think and talk. Attendance rarely dropped below 30 despite the 
uncongenial surroundings in the main reading room in Bentley House. Several 
themes recurred, including cerebral localization (Dr C U M Smith, Professor Pat 
Wall, Dr Bernard Brais and Dr Elizabeth Whitcombe) and mind—brain relation- 
ships (Drs Roger Smith and Trevor Turner). Marshall Hall and Sir Charles 
Sherrington were the subjects of contributions by Dr Diana Manuel and 
Professor David Whitteridge, respectively. Aspects of neurochemistry were 
explored by Professors G Curson and Steven Rose, while concepts of brain death 
and the functions of the corpus callosum were discussed by Dr David Zuck and 
Professor Mitchell Glickstein respectively. Dr Tansey examined the arrangements 


for the neurosciences at the National Institute for Medical Research, while 
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Professor Colin Blakemore expertly elucidated the concept of cortical columns. A 
large audience waited patiently for Professor Blakemore to arrive; he almost quali- 
fied for a partial refund of his rail fare under the Citizen’s Charter. His election to 
the Fellowship of the Royal Society was announced the day after he gave his semi- 
nar, although it is not thought that the two events are causally connected. 

The thematic research seminar alternates on Wednesday with the more 
general one on the history of science and medicine, organized at UCL by Dr 
Neve. Audiences were sometimes too large for comfort in the confined space of 
the UCL seminar room, with temperatures rising to reflect the exotic themes 
of many of the papers, during the first term. China (Frank Dikottar), India 
(Professor David Arnold and Dr Mark Harrison), and Australia (Professor 
David Turnbull) all featured as did plant conservation in Britain (Dr David 
Allen) and the sociology of the hand (Professor Bryan Turner). The geographi- 
cal and conceptual spread was just as great during the rest of the year: Padua 
(Luca Ciancio), Paris (Dr Joy Harvey), Philadelphia (Dr Simon Baatz) and 
London (Dr Gillian Cronjé); demography (Professor David Armstrong), psy- 
chiatry (Dr Hugh Freeman), immunology (Dr Emily Martin) and William 
Harvey (Professor Donald Bates). 

Dr Porter continued to organize the work-in-progress session at lunchtime 
on Tuesdays. This allows research students, fellows and visitors to present their 
work in more domestic surroundings. Sixteen of them did, and attendances 
held up even when a discovered double-booking in the second term meant that 
the seminar had to meet in one of the starkest rooms in the Rockefeller 
Building at UCL. A Friday morning seminar, run by and for the research stu- 
dents, allows an even more informal exchange of ideas. 

A full complement of seven symposia was held during the academic year 
1991/92, including three which were organized jointly with outside institu- 


tions and societies. They took place in six different locations:

The papers given at the various symposia reflected the traditional breadth of 


chronology, geography and topic, from medieval medical education to contempo- 
rary biomedical science, from India to the USA, from medical politics to the labo- 


ratory. As well as attracting audiences ranging from 70 to 150, symposia more 


often than not provide the nidus for a subsequent publication. This year will 


prove no exception. More than 20 of the speakers were drawn from present or 


former staff and fellows of the Wellcome Institute and Wellcome Units. The sym- 


posia thus possess a strong domestic input but also a vigorous internationalism. 


Speakers from abroad included Dr Faye Getz (University of Wisconsin), Professor 


Susan Lawrence (University of Iowa), Professor John Harley Warner (Yale 


University), Dr Godelieve van Heteren (Katholieke Universiteit, Nijmegen), 
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Professor S Sarkar (Boston University), Professor C Weiner (Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology), Professor M B Adams (University of Pennsylvania), Dr 
Roselyne Rey (Centre Alexandre Koyré, Paris), Dr Vincent Barras (University of 
Geneva), Professor Isabel Grundy (University of Alberta), Professor Mary 
Lindemann (Carnegie Mellon University), Dr B Schmidt-Nielsen (University of 
Florida, Gainesville), Professor E M Renkin (University of California, Davis) and 
Professor B W Zweifach (University of California, San Diego). 

The present symposium series is now ten years old and, when it began in 
1982, there was the feeling that holding more than a couple a year would soon sat- 
urate the market or exhaust potential themes. In practice, the discipline has become 
so active that themes are never in short supply, and the number of people involved 
in the life of the Wellcome Institute increases from year to year. Symposia also offer 
a pleasant way for the Academic Unit to cooperate with other learned societies and 
institutions. Most of the resources for the Haldane symposium came from the 
Royal Society and the Science Museum, and the symposium on the history of 
microcirculation was jointly funded by the Wellcome Institute, the Wellcome 
Trust’s Centre for Medical Science and the European Society for Microcirculation. 
However, the Wellcome Trust also provides generous funds for the Academic 
Unit’s programme, and the support of the Governors of the Trust is gratefully 
acknowledged. The Wellcome Institute also has reason to be grateful to the new 
Director of the Wellcome Trust, Dr Bridget Ogilvie, and to the Chairman of the 
Department of Anatomy and Developmental Biology at UCL, Professor Geoffrey 
Burnstock, FRS. Over the years, the partnership between the Wellcome Institute 
and UCL has grown organically, to the enrichment of both institutions. 
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General 


From one perspective the whole of 1991/92 was a preparation for the move 
back to the splendidly refurbished Wellcome Building at 183 Euston Road. 
Between 7 and 25 September those parts of the Library not destined to remain 
in Bentley House were closed to the public and moved across (or rather under) 
Euston Road to the new Wellcome Building. It is necessary to trespass slightly 
into the new financial year to complete the story: on 7 October 1992 the 
Library reopened to registered students and to Wellcome Institute staff, and on 
19 October to the general public. 

The ability to transfer stocks under Euston Road was a consequence of the 
construction of a tunnel (strictly speaking, an enclosed walkway) linking the 
two buildings and running through the roof space over the platforms of 
Euston Square underground station. The building of this invaluable umbilical 
cord had been prefaced by long and esoteric negotiations with a large number 
of public authorities and interested parties. It is a tribute to all the negotiators, 
and to London Underground's construction team, that the tunnel was deliv- 
ered virtually on time from its beginning in November 1991. 

It would be disingenuous to claim that the move of the Library, and particu- 
larly that of the staff, went without hitch or hindrance. The stresses of settling 
down in a new and raw situation were moderate to severe but generally bravely 
borne by all concerned. It is pleasant and proper to acknowledge (at the risk of 
invidious selection) the hard work and dedication of the staff of the removal firms, 
North American Van Lines and Phoenix Fine Art, of Mike Biles and his colleagues 
from Relocation Information Services, as also of Ian Ingrey-Counter, Wellcome 
Trust Facilities Manager and his staff. Wellcome Institute and Library staff have 
many reasons for being grateful to Philomena Gibbons who worked long hours far 
beyond the call of duty in her dual role of move coordinator and agony aunt. 

As a consequence of a Wellcome Trust grant, two young German librarians, 
from the Karl Sudhoff Institute for the History of Medicine and Science in 
Leipzig, worked in the Library during June and July 1992. The purpose of their 


visit was to familiarize themselves with recent and current Western literature in the 
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field, and to study library practice. In spite of considerable culture shock (induced 
by the Mercedes which met them at the airport and their accommodation in the 
Bloomsbury Crest Hotel) they adapted quickly to a strange environment. They 
learned how the Wellcome Library worked and their portable computer gorged 
itself on a mass of useful bibliographic data. A programme of visits to appropriate 
institutions took them all over London and to Oxford and Cambridge. The friend- 
ships forged with staff enriched the experience they took back to Leipzig. There 
can be no doubt that the aid thus rendered to one of the oldest and most famous of 
European history of medicine institutes was both appreciated and valuable. It is to 
be hoped that the new Germany will safeguard and nurture the Karl Sudhoff 


Institute in the interests of the world-wide history of medicine community. 


Administration 
During the year, preparations were laid for the centralization of certain admin- 
istrative functions, in anticipation of the return to the Wellcome Building. In 
essence, the Wellcome Institute’s needs for such services as stationery, postage, 
telephones, catering, etc., will be taken care of by the Trust’s Facilities depart- 
ment. Photographic Services became a new department, renamed the Medical 
Photographic Library, serving the whole of the Trust, within the Wellcome 
Centre; while non-Library computer support became the responsibility of the 


Information Systems Manager. 


Staff 
The Iconographic Collections experienced some complicated staff permutations. 
Administrative surgery removed the staff of the Photographic Service on 7 April 
1992, when Chris Carter and Clare Dunne were transferred to the newly founded 
Wellcome Centre Medical Photographic Library under the aegis of the Wellcome 
Centre for Medical Science. Johanna Cheetham and Vera Wong both served the 
Iconographic Videodisc Project until 16 April 1992. On 21 April they began new 
work for the Prints Project which lasted until that programme’s conclusion at the 
end of August. The successful completion of the Prints Project saw the departure 
of Adrian Thomas, who had been recruited earlier in the year on 6 January. The 
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department in particular, and the Wellcome Institute at large, owes a great debt of 
gratitude to these short-term contract staff for their hard work and dedication. At 
the conclusion of the Prints Project, Fiona James and Nat Foreman were retained 
for work on Print exhibits for the new Wellcome Building. 

Penny Baker, who had worked with the Contemporary Medical Archives 
Centre as a consultant since 1987, left to live in France with her family. Over 
the years Penny had catalogued the archives of the National Birthday Trust 
Fund and the Family Planning Association, as well as the papers of Lord 
Moran. On 11 May 1992, Isobel Hunter began working on the papers of Sir 
Robert Macintosh, funded by a grant from the Nuffield Medical Trust. In 
August she moved on to the large task of processing the Physiological Society’s 
archive, this time jointly funded by the Wellcome Trust and the Society. 

Two new staff members joined Modern Medicine and Bibliographic 
Services on 27 April 1992. Stephanie Allen was recruited to fill the new post of 
Assistant, Current Awareness Services, primarily to aid Cathy Doggrell in the 
production of Current Work. Zineta Sabovié took over the post of Assistant, 
Acquisitions in place of Kaye Bagshaw, who moved to Reader Services to 
broaden her professional experience. Simon Pook, recruited from an agency to 
assist in Current Work production, remained with the department until 15 
March 1992. The Enfield team remained unchanged from the previous year, 
but from 27 April 1992, the four agency employees (Vivienne Johnson, Jim 
Williamson, Michael Devall and Michael Burgess) were placed on 12-month 
contracts. Margaret Lynch’s contract of temporary employment was extended 
to the end of 1993. 

Reader Services lost Karen Pettersen on 10 January to Lewisham Public 
Libraries. Julie Provan, from the agency TFPL, filled the resulting gap from 2 
March to 22 May, pending the transfer of Kaye Bagshaw from MOBS on 26 
May. Janice Wilson left on 17 July to accompany her husband Philip to the 
University of Hawaii. She was replaced on 1 September by Rachel Davies. 
Finally, Lyndsay Lardner left to commence her maternity leave on 31 July. 
Once again Julie Provan was recruited, to substitute, from 3 August. 


The new post of Exhibitions Officer was created and filled by Ken Arnold, 
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who joined the staff of the Conservation Department on 28 September 1992. 

Sue Hordijenko and Tracey Wickham, after a period of agency service, 
both joined Support Services as Secretaries/WP Operators on 13 April 1992. 
As part of the general centralization of the Wellcome Trust’s activities, Helen 
Gibson’s computing expertise was placed at the service of the Tropical Diseases 
Videodisc Project from 1 August 1992. Many Wellcome Institute staff are 
indebted to Helen for her invaluable assistance since she joined us in August 
1986, and our thanks and best wishes go to her in her new assignment. Andy 
Foley, Reprographics Assistant, transferred to another post within the Trust at 
the end of September. At the same time Jean Ball, Catering Assistant, left the 
Trust but, happily, she will continue to serve the staff as an employee of 
Charters, catering contractors in the new building. 

On 29 September 1992 that Cerberus of Bentley House security, George 
Cooper, retired and his colleague, Bert Felgate, was transferred to new duties 
connected with the refurbished Wellcome Building. At the same time, in 
anticipation of the return to a single building, George Watson, Ray Foster and 
Clive Tillotson, who had played an invaluable role in maintaining inter-site 
communications during the diaspora, left Wellcome Trust employment. (At 
the time of writing this report, the sad news of Ray’s early and tragic death 
reached us. The sympathy of all staff goes to his family.) 


Departments and Services 
Conservation 


At the end of the summer term, Barbara Luff and Ann Spreadbury returned 
from West Dean College where they had been studying and working for the 
last two and a half years. Both achieved a Diploma for the Conservation of 
Books and Manuscripts; Ann’s was marked with Distinction. This was an 
excellent result and they are both to be congratulated. The experience they 
have gained and the special techniques they have learned will be of great 
advantage in their work for the Library. 

During their final year, Ann and Barbara attended classes on the history 


and structure of early codices, given by Christopher Clarkson, Bruce Barker- 
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Benfield, Michael Gullick, John Sharp and H George Fletcher, all noted 
experts in their fields. Their practical projects included traditional Chinese 
binding, early board attachment techniques, use of edging tools, photographic 
work and papermaking. 

The facilities at West Dean were used for the conservation of a number of 
important Wellcome Institute early printed books. In addition, 462 items were 
bound and conserved by commercial workshops. 

During the long period without a headquarters conservation workshop, 
work has concentrated on detailed surveys of Library collections. The large 
folios and the Arabic and other non-European manuscripts, as well as parts of 
the Modern Medicine collection, have been sampled and a plan for tackling 
their conservation problems has emerged. 

By the end of the year, plans for a new conservation workshop in Bentley 
House were well advanced. Once completed (it is anticipated, by mid-summer 
1993), the department will be able to resume its essential role of preventive 
and corrective work. 

The swiftly changing technologies of conservation were demonstrated at the 
Institute of Paper Conservation’s International Conference, held in Manchester 
from 30 March to 4 April 1992. The department’s staff joined over 500 delegates 
from 27 countries to discuss the latest advances. The Head of Conservation, Tony 
Bish, gave a paper describing his experience with the Khalidi Library in the Old 
City of Jerusalem. Other professional meetings attended by staff included an 
Oxford seminar on “The Making of the Medieval Book’ and the Society of 
Archivists’ Annual Instructional Meeting, held in Belfast.

In spite of the closure of CMAC in July 1992 for stocktaking, and of the 
Library itself for the move, there was a 20 per cent increase in readers and a 14 
per cent increase in the number of files produced for readers. Accessions nearly 
doubled, with an 89 per cent increase in the number of collections acquired. 

In anticipation of the move back to the Wellcome Building from Bentley 
House, a considerable amount of time was devoted to adjusting finding aids 
and making the ordering system more efficient. All archive boxes (some 100 
cubic metres) were numbered in the interests of simplified retrieval. A stock 
check revealed only one missing item. 

By the end of the year lists and indexes for a number of major collections 
had been completed (most notably, for the RAMC, FPA, Moran and Medawar 
collections). The National Inventory of Documentary Sources, published by 
Chadwyck Healey Ltd, issued a large number of CMAC lists in Unit 57 of 
their series, comprising 24 microfiches. 

101 new readers were noted as using CMAC collections. The total 
(excluding staff) was 133. Once again, the most heavily used archive was that 
of the Eugenics Society. 
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Departmental staff were active in various professional and scholarly events. 
Julia Sheppard kept a watchful eye on the national archive scene with a view to 
an eventual third edition of British Archives. Lesley Hall was awarded a Harry 
Ransom Humanities Research Fellowship which will enable her to work for a 
month at the Harry Ransom Research Center of the University of Texas, 
Austin. The Center holds the archives of the British Society for the Study of 
Sex Psychology, as well as other related collections. 

In October 1991, Julia Sheppard described the work of CMAC to the 
History of Twentieth Century Medicine Group at the Royal College of 
Physicians. She also presented a paper on her experience at the Vellore 
Christian Medical College and Hospital, India, during a session on volunteer 
work in developing countries at the American Society of Archivists’ Annual 
Meeting in Montreal on 14 September 1992. 

Lesley Hall gave versions of her paper ‘A new man in the 1920s? Questions 
of social/sexual change’, at the Wellcome Unit in Manchester, to the History 
Workshop Conference in Oxford, and at the conference “Cultures of Sexuality 
in Europe’, held by the European Forum on Sexuality, in Amsterdam. 

Major administrative changes at the Public Record Office hindered planned 
improvements to the Hospital Records Project database. Use of this invaluable 
resource continued at a steady rate, and fresh information on the state and where- 
abouts of hospital records flowed into both CMAC and the Public Record Office. 

A full acount of this department’s activities is in its published Annual 
Report for 1991/92. 


Early Printed Books 

The programme for the retrospective conversion of the catalogue records of 
printed books published before 1851 continued under the able management of 
Miriam Miller. The supply of data to OCLC for conversion into machine-read- 
able form was completed by early September 1992. By then, 35 152 Wellcome 
records had been added to the Online Union Catalog (OLUC) file, leaving 
31 438 to be processed. It became apparent that the planned completion date 
for the project (January 1993) was unattainable. OCLC was experiencing 
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unusual difficulty in inputting Wellcome data, to the extent that they were 
returning around 2000 ‘problem’ records for clarification from each batch of 
3500 submitted. A new completion date of June 1993 was agreed with OCLC, 
and Miriam Miller’s contract extended by six months to the end of July. 

On the credit side, the value of having the department’s holdings in an 
international database is demonstrated by the enquiries received from other 
subscribers. The Project Manager, Miriam Miller, is to be congratulated on her 
patient and meticulous attention to an often frustrating and complicated task. 

The Curator and Project Manager attended a meeting of the Library Panel 
on 1 May 1992 to report on the project and its problems. 

147 new acquisitions were purchased, including 35 items from the Charles 
Myers collection (see pages 39-40). One item of special interest bought in 
September 1992 was D Low, Chiropodologia, London: J Rozea, [1785]. This is 
the first English monograph on chiropody and the first recorded coinage of the 
term. It is in fact an unacknowledged translation from the French of La Forest. 
Only six copies have hitherto been located. 

395 items were catalogued for the Online System, clearing the small back- 
log that had built up over the last few years and bringing the acquisition and 
cataloguing rates into closer coordination. 

The Curator, John Symons, was closely involved with MET Studio in the 
preparation of a display of six panels on the history of the Library and 
Wellcome Institute to be mounted in the reading room. Assistance was also 
given to other displays and exhibitions in the Wellcome Building. 

The Curator visited the Royal College of Pathologists on 25 March 1992 
to advise on the care of their library and particularly of their early printed 
books. All staff members were active at professional meetings during the year, 
of which the highlight was a conference on seventeenth-century books, organ- 
ized by the Library Association’s Rare Books Group, held at Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, 9-11 September 1992. 
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Iconographic Collections 

On 8 April 1992 the Photographic Service was transferred from the department’s 
responsibilities to be reorganised and staffed as a separate entity within the 
Wellcome Centre for Medical Science, under the immediate management of 
Catherine Draycott. Before the transfer much work was done on reorganising the 
photo-reference files to make them easier to use. The creation of a separate Medical 
Photographic Library anticipated the new context of activity likely in the refur- 
bished Wellcome Building. It has already enabled the Iconographic Collections 
staff to concentrate on their immediate and more appropriate responsibilities. 

In spite of severe congestion in the Bentley House departmental office 
(five persons in a space designed for one) a considerable amount of routine and 
project work was completed. 

The cleaning and conservation of the paintings and prints chosen for the 
public and circulation areas of the Wellcome Building occupied the depart- 
ment throughout the year. This project proved complicated because of the 
number of people involved and a disproportionate quantity of unknown fac- 
tors. Owing to the nature of the walls in the Wellcome Building it was decided 
to attach the prints to hardwood battens and to hang paintings from picture 
rails. The design of the battens, the method of attaching their bronze endcaps, 
the design and load capacity of picture rails, the selection of frame profiles and 
colours for about 400 prints, together with the transport and insurance of 
numerous heavy, large and valuable items, the commissioning of chains, straps, 
brackets and hooks, the calculation of lengths and quantities, and the testing of 
all these items in conditions different from those in the Wellcome Building, 
constituted an enormous task. 

The items prepared for display included: 
Lower ground and mezzanine floors 37 


Thirteen paintings including three large Victorian pictures which had not been 
seen in public for many years (H Gillard Glindoni's painting of John Dee before 
Queen Elizabeth I; a painting of Milton visiting Galileo by Solomon Hart RA, 
1847; and a well-known painting of the death of Albert, Prince Consort, by 
Oakley). These had all been cleaned and restored. 
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First floor 
Prints and watercolours of antiquities in the Middle East by Louis Cassas, Luigi 
Mayer, David Roberts and Charles Vacher; various portrait paintings. 


Second floor 
Prints of European antiquities; old master paintings. 


Third floor 
Prints of British and continental antiquities. 


Fourth floor 
(east side) Prints of exotic cultures; (west side) hospitals, caricatures of surgeons, 
anatomy. 


Fifth floor 

Prints of Indian subjects. 
The total number of items prepared for hanging was 414 prints, 56 paintings 
and three sculptures. 

In addition to conservation work associated with the move to the Wellcome 
Building, a box of prints and watercolours was conserved by Julie Fitzgerald. 

A painter was sought to provide murals in the staff restaurant of the 
Wellcome Building, using themes from the history of the Wellcome Trust. 
Stewart Helm was appointed and furnished with research assistance, photographs 
and whatever else was needed to make mural paintings on the picturesque theme 
of Sir Henry Wellcome’s travels in space and time. The paintings were completed 
by the end of August 1992 and form an attractive and widely appreciated feature 
of the restaurant. 

Departmental staff assisted David Dear and his colleagues at Media Projects 
International Ltd, who were appointed by the Wellcome Trust to find suitable 
pictures for the videowall in the entrance hall of the Wellcome Building. The 
Curator was also much involved with various exhibitions planned for the new 


building. Text, exhibits and photographs for all six displays were provided. 


Videodisc Project 
In the last Annual Report it was stated that 33 000 items had been pho- 
tographed for the Iconographic Collections Videodisc. In the first eight months 


of the year under review the four research assistants and the Curator processed a 
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further 23 000 items for photography. By the end of May 1992 about 56 000 
items had been processed: sufficient for one side of a videodisc. The Governors 
agreed to provide supplementary finance to enable the second side of the disc to 
be used for selected excerpts from moving films (35 minutes in total). 

The choice of a computer system for the Videodisc was not a trouble-free 
process. An obvious first choice was the Library’s URICA System. In November 
and December 1991, 100 entries were prepared and entered into a version of 
URICA, and a selection of typical printouts was circulated to interested parties 
for comment and criticism. In general URICA seemed hospitable, so the deci- 
sion was made to begin entering catalogue data into the Wellcome Institute’s 
version of the system (subsequently christened WILDCat). By the year-end 
5423 entries had been input. With the assistance of a consultant, Neil 
Sandford, and Jeannette Lake, Head of Bibliographic Services, a specification 
was drawn up for the design and functional requirements which would make 
the URICA System a more suitable stablemate for the Videodisc. The specifica- 
tion was submitted to McDonnell Douglas in June 1992, for their evaluation. 

A printed reference guide to the Videodisc’s subject content was compiled 
in the form of three indexes (sequential, classified and alphabetical). By the 
end of September 1992 the text had been written, the illustrations chosen and 
the basic design realised by the Publishing Department. 

August 1992 was devoted to the creation of an experimental interactive system 
on the subject of “Epidemic diseases in human history’. This system contained 
reproductions of 20 pictures together with catalogue entries, voice-over, music and a 
quantity of textual information presented in the form of a tutorial. It was delivered 
on an Apple Macintosh computer simulating the recently introduced Philips prod- 
uct Compact Disc Interactive (CD-I). Created with the help of Media Projects, it 
was intended as a first step towards the identification of a ‘spin-off version of the 
Videodisc which could be more widely distributed. Staff of the Videodisc project 
demonstrated it at the British Association for the Advancement of Science meeting 
(Science Festival 92), University of Southampton, 23-28 August 1992. The ques- 
tionnaires filled in by visitors revealed a keen interest in finding out about historical 


pictures through such systems, a fact which holds promise for the Videodisc proper. 
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(Enfield) Prints Project 

This two-year project started in August 1990 with the main aim of curating 
the inaccessible collections of works on paper which were then stored at 
Enfield in about 76 boxes and 17 crates. In 1990/91 the contents of 57 boxes 
and 12 crates were processed and stored in Bentley House. In the year under 
review, the remaining 20 or so boxes and five crates received similar treatment. 
They included a very large collection of portrait prints, possibly amounting to 
8000 items. As a result of this work, the material is now physically accessible, is 
stored in protective folders, and is well-documented with alphabetical lists of 
sitters. The project ended on schedule on 28 August 1992. 

The immediate benefits of this project were to make available for the Videodisc 
items such as the lithographs by David Roberts, the Captain Cook engravings by 
Webber and Hodges, and a large quantity of Japanese ukiyo-e. It provided materials 
of superb quality and historical interest to exhibit in the Wellcome Building.

Modern Medicine and Bibliographic Services 

A feature of this department, imposed upon it by circumstance, is its peripatetic 
habit. This year was no different in that, with a new Modern Medicine Reading 
Room to be filled in the Wellcome Building, some 2000 linear feet of mono- 
graphs and serials had to be moved from Bentley House and the Enfield Store. 


Around 791 items were purchased during the year, with some emphasis on 


ephemera, mainly from the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. An 


important acquisition was the ‘Myers Collection’, purchased from the Polytechnic 
(now University) of East London. This had been the library of the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology prior to its demise in 1977. Charles Myers was 
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one of NIIP’s founders and its guiding light. The collection is strong on applied 
and industrial psychology, health and safety, education and management. It also 
includes the personal collection of Charles Spearman, which contains nineteenth- 
century works on European psychology and philosophy. 

A number of valued gifts were received from other libraries and individu- 
als. The Central Veterinary Laboratory provided a further collection of 
European theses at the end of January, and 100 shelves of monographs 
(including a Russian collection) in August. Guy’s Hospital donated 600 dental 
books, UCL 75 shelves of medical monographs, while Glaxo donated two large 
collections of material mostly concerned with biochemistry and pharmacology. 
There were also small donations from St Mary’s Hospital, the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons, and the British Dental Association. 

The Library’s automation programme is within this department’s responsi- 
bilities. In October 1991, the Reality operating system on the McDonnell 
Douglas 19300 was upgraded from version 6 to version 7, and in December, 
the security environment known as ‘Realism’ was implemented. New versions 
of URICA (2.4) and of OPAC were loaded in May 1992. As is usual with such 
upgrades, there were teething problems. Also in May, an additional tape deck, 
known as a mass storage unit, was installed. The entire Library System can be 
stored on a single 8mm tape cassette, thus facilitating a complete backup every 
night. Conversion of the main OCLC database continued and, by the end of 
October 1991, the input from January 1985 to February 1991 (approximately 
120 000 records) had been converted and transferred to the live account. From 
January 1992 OCLC ceased to maintain our catalogue and the Library became 
responsible for transferring records from OCLC to URICA via floppy disc. 
Departmental staff were heavily involved in the necessary staff training for this 
purpose. A tape containing Wellcome input to OCLC from March to 
December 1991 (approximately 9000 records) was received, loaded and con- 
verted by the end of April 1992. Thirteen tapes containing Early Printed Books 
Retroconversion records were loaded and converted. Various additional local 
programs were written to enhance the basic URICA facilities, mainly in the 


areas of file browsing and report creation. In connection with the Iconographic 
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Collections Videodisc, the Head of Department, Jeannette Lake, contributed 
the section on URICA enhancement requirements to a specification written by 
Neil Sandford, an external consultant, for linking the Videodisc to the Library 
System. That System had by then become so customised and enhanced that a 
name differentiating it from “standard URICA’ was deemed necessary. Kaye 
Bagshaw won an internal competition with her suggestion of WILDCat, an 
acronym for Wellcome Institute Library Database and Catalogue. 

In May 1992 work began on the conversion to machine-readable form of 
approximately 30 000 medical obituary and other bibliographic records, avail- 
able only in a venerable card catalogue. This work was done in cottage-industry 
fashion by a former employee of the Wellcome Institute, Claudette Ming, work- 
ing at home. By the end of September 1992, 6000 records had been loaded. 

Current Work in the History of Medicine was published in issues 152 to 155 
inclusive, containing a total of 4783 records. Input for issue 155 was concluded 
at the end of September 1992, instead of the normal end-date of October, in 
the expectation that the library computer would be down for a period following 
the move back to the Wellcome Building. Further improvements were made to 
the printed product, notably display of title information on the spine to help 
recognition when shelved. In May 1992 an old issue was lent to Graphics Data 
for an experiment in optical character recognition, with the hope of retrospec- 
tively converting the printed data. The experiment was not particularly success- 
ful, largely because the hard-copy text was apparently not clear enough, with 
reproduction of diacritics a particular problem. Retrospective conversion of the 
data in the back run of Current Work remains a desideratum. 

Departmental staff attended a variety of professional conferences and train- 
ing events. A representative example was Cathy Doggrell’s attendance at a work- 
shop on bibliographic control of sources for the history of science, technology 
and medicine, held at Trento, Italy, 23-25 September 1992. She presented a 
paper entitled ‘Killing two birds with one stone: the problems and pleasures of 
creating an indexing journal from a MARC-based database and catalogue’. 

Enfield Store staff belong to this department. In the year of the move they 


were occupied not only with their primary duties of servicing departmental 
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and library needs, but also with Enfield’s role as general store. The Store 
Manager, Mick Gomez, and his staff are to be congratulated on coping effi- 
ciently with the myriad of demands made upon them, while maintaining the 
library side of the Store in such good and well-controlled order. Their largely 


unseen work is much appreciated. 


Oriental Manuscripts and Printed Books 

In December 1991 the department was fortunate to secure the services of Dr 
Peter G Friedlander to prepare a descriptive catalogue of the Hindi manu- 
scripts in the collection. So far he has identified and recorded in his database 
473 items. This total will undoubtedly grow as more Hindi manuscripts are 
retrieved from the main South Asian sequence and those in Gurmukhi script, 
but in the Hindi language, are identified. The final score is likely to be in the 
region of 500-600 manuscripts, a substantial collection indeed. 

Peter Friedlander’s findings thus far are that the majority of the manuscripts 
date from the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, but there are also many seven- 
teenth-century ones, and even a few which date from the sixteenth century. The 
main subjects dealt with are medicine, astrology, divination, religion and litera- 
ture. It is noteworthy that the Wellcome collection is rich in Jain Hindi texts con- 
cerning medicine, astrology and religion, and may well be the only substantial 
holding of Jain Hindi texts outside India. Peter has given two lectures on the 
Wellcome Hindi Collection; one at SOAS in February and another at Oxford in 
June 1992. 

During the year 147 printed books were acquired, together with an 
important illustrated Thai medical manuscript. 

Dr Hartmut Walravens of the Staatsbibliothek Preussischer Kulturbesitz, 
Berlin, completed his catalogue of Chinese books and manuscripts. It includes 
206 entries describing older materials and over 200 listing modern books. The 
book was at press when the year ended. It is a complicated production, includ- 
ing Chinese characters. The expertise of Professor and Mrs Ma, January 
Design, and the staff of the Publishing Department is gratefully acknowledged. 

The Curator, Dr Nigel Allan, completed the catalogue of Hebrew printed 
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books 1492-1900, which contains 93 entries. It has been accepted for publi- 
cation in the Journal of Semitic Studies. 

Dr Peter Kornicki’s Union Catalogue of early Japanese books in Europe print- 
ed before 1868 neared completion and will include details of the Library's holdings. 

Dr Dominik Wujastyk continued his work for volume three of his 
Handlist of Sanskrit manuscripts. Since the mid-1970s Professor David Pingree 
of Brown University has been accumulating notes on the Library’s Sanskrit 
materials for the purposes of his Census of the exact sciences in Sanskrit. A data- 
base to store these invaluable scholarly contributions was created and Sue 
Hordijenko began the mammoth inputting task. During the summer of 1992 
Dominik was appointed Dozent at the University of Zurich to teach a course 
on Indian codicology. 

Dr Stephen Quirke of the Department of Egyptian Antiquities at the 
British Museum worked on descriptions of the Library’s six Egyptian demotic 
and heiratic papyri. He hopes to publish these (together with our three Coptic 
manuscripts) in the Journal of Egyptian Archaeology . 


Reader Services 

Bentley House continued to provide Library users with their reading room 
until almost the end of September 1992. To reduce overcrowding, some addi- 
tional seats for readers were provided in the public-access stack. An average of 
34 readers per day used the Library, with a total of 199 new registrations. Late 
evening opening on Tuesdays and Thursdays continued to attract small, but 
grateful, numbers of readers. 

The Student Loan Collection was augmented by 117 acquisitions and dimin- 
ished by the loss of 75 items. The total of 2987 loan transactions was considerably 
up on the previous year (1944) and demonstrated the usefulness of this facility. 

The Historical Collections acquired 1141 items, including 250 gifts. 2371 
catalogue records were added to the OCLC database. 


Western Manuscripts 
Dr Richard Aspin completed his first full year as Curator of this department. 


Acquisitions ranged in date from the seventeenth to the present century and 
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connected with many areas of interest in the clinical and social history of medicine. 

The surviving papers of Robert Whytt (1714-1766) were purchased. He was 
a physician and neurologist who was appointed Professor of the Theory of 
Medicine at the Edinburgh Medical School in 1746. His papers provide the 
opportunity for a thorough reassessment of the career of an important figure who 
has long been regarded as one of the most significent contributors to the develop- 
ment of modern neuroscience (MSS 6858-6880). A description of the contents of 
the Whytt papers will be published by the Assistant Curator, Keith Moore. 

Also acquired were transcripts of clinical lectures by John Rutherford, 
Professor of Medicine at Edinburgh, given in 1749 (MS 6888), together with 
records relating to William Currie of Chester (MD 1770) and William Clapham 
of Yorkshire (MD 1775) (MSS 6908 and 6928), both Edinburgh-trained men. 

Other major acquisitions included:

2. The manuscript collection of the British Medical Association Library comprising 
14 volumes and some loose materials, mainly containing lecture notes. Some 
twentieth-century papers were passed to CMAC.

3. Medical receipt book of about 1650; almost certainly the work of a woman. 
MS 6812 


4. An account book containing, inter alia, an English translation of a letter from 
the German physician Johann Juncker to Dr George Pearson, founder of the 
Vaccine Pock Institution in London, requesting a specimen of cowpox matter 
for use in Halle. MS 6914 

5. Transcripts of lectures of John Abernethy (1764-1831). MSS 6881 and 6906 

6. The journal and commonplace book of a medical officer aboard HMS Sabsette, a 
36-gun frigate on patrol in the eastern Mediterranean in 1811-12. This vessel 


picked up Lady Hester Stanhope at Rhodes, following her shipwreck. MS 6957 
7. Asmall collection of letters to William Thomas Brande (1788-1866) the 


chemist. MS 6827 
8. Letters to the surgeon Robert Dunn (1799-1877) relating to phrenology and the 
structure of the brain. MS 6819 
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A full account of the acquisitions made during a very fruitful year will be 
found in the department’s separately published Annual Review 1991/92. 

A total of 129 manuscripts were catalogued (MSS 6812-6941), something 
under half of which were new accessions. In addition the staff were able to 
make large inroads into the backlog of uncatalogued material. Five detailed 
handlists were compiled. 

117 individual readers consulted western manuscripts and/or autograph 
letters during the year, a number of them making multiple visits. Subjects of 
research ranged widely with a noticeably increased interest in women in medi- 
cine. As a result, a guide to manuscripts in the collection relating to the history 
of women in medicine was compiled, and a copy deposited in the Fawcett 
Library. Other subjects of research included Michael Scot, Arnold of 
Villanova, English royal physicians, Augustus Lamb, the Sydenham Medical 
Club, leprosy in India, Florence Nightingale, Sir George Newman, Turkish 


baths, lunatic asylums, the history of medical ethics, and much else. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey 

Activity in this project was concentrated on London repositories. Institutions 
surveyed during the year included the Greater London Record Office, Royal 
Society, National Maritime Museum, Royal Institution, Royal Society of Arts 
and the Royal Asiatic Society. Work on the manuscripts held by the Royal 
College of Physicians continued. The richness of some of the collections 


brought to light bodes well for the usefulness of the final publication.
